FINES TO REACH MILLIONS 


CORPORATIONS MUST PAY UNDER 
SUPREME COURT RULING. 


4. 


Decision Upholding the per 
Law Affects Hundreds of Concerns 
in Illinois—In Each of Nearly 400 
Cases 
Early Next Week—Fees for Reports 
and for Renewal of Charters Will 
Fill Coffers of Secretary of State. 


Millions of dollars will be demanded of 
Illinois corporations in fines under the anti- 
trust laws, which were declared constitu- 
tional by the Illinois Supreme court on 
Wednesday. 

Butler Street Foundry and Iron company, on 
which the decision of the court was based, is 
involved in 460 other cases which have been 
pending in the Circuit court since the attor- 
neys for the state and for the corporations 
decided to make & test of the law in the But- 
ler case. 

These suits were commenced in June, 1902, 
and at that time the corporations attacked 
were sued for the recovery of $50 fines for 
each of the 163 days which, upto then, had 
elapsed since they had fafled:to file with the 
secretary of state affidavits declaring that 
they were not in a trust. 


Will Be Asked to Pay Big Fines. 

Assistant State’s Attorney E. 8. Elliott, 
who prosecuted the cases in the lower court 
and carried the Butler case to the Supreme 
court, will call up these suits early next 
week. With the exception of seventy cases, 
which other stipulations were made 
| months ago, each corporation will be asked 
to pay fines aggregating $8,150, which were 
alleged to be due from them. when the cases 
were started. They may be sued again to 
recover fines of $50 a day for every day that 
has gince the commencement of the 
suits. | 

In addition: to the cbroadiiticds against 
which suits are pending, there are sald to be 
hundreds of others, which, on advice of their 
} attorneys, declined to make affidavits as re- 
quired by the law. These may also be com- 
pelled either promptly to comply with the 
law ‘or be held liable to a fine of $50 for 
every day they delay making such affidavits. 


7 Advised to File Affidavits, 


It is probable that all corporations who 
have not filed such affidavits will at once file 
them. At least they were advised to do so 
by Attorney Adolph Moses in the Corpora- 
tton Reporter yesterday. Basing his advice 
on the decision of the Supreme court, Mr. 
Mosés declared that it would be unwise for 
eorporations to delay longer in making affi- 
davits that they are not members of a trust. 
,. Mr. Moses declared that a motion for a re- 
hearing before the Supreme court would un- 
doubtedly be made in the case decided, and 
failing in that, the attorneys would carry 
the matter to the Supreme court of the 
United States, where a reversal might be 
secured. ‘The attorney said this would take 
years, and that the corporations had better 
comply with the law at the expense of $1 |

the anti-trust law of 4891. At the close of 
the last fiscal year Attorney Moses advised 
corporations not to comply with the law 
and commenced mandamus proceedings to 
compel the secretary of state to restore the 
charter of one selected to test 
the law. 

In the dndsobatson Reporter yesterday Mr. 
Moses advised the corporations that in the 
event a decision was not secured by March 
1, to save their organizations by paying the 
$20 required and'to make the payment under 
protest, so that in the évent the law was 
defeated the money might be recovered. In 
the event all of the corporations involved 
follow this advice the secretary of state’s 
office will receive $900, 000 in these protested 
payments. 


BIG DEFALCATION WAS DUE 
TO LOVE FOR RARE BOOKS. 


Head of Philadelphia Banking House 
Gives This Réason for the Suicide of 
a Trusted Employe. 3 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 
Love of rare books, expensive bindings, and 


for the suicide of Howard T. Goodwin, for- 
merly a confidential clerk for the banking 
house of Cassett & Co. Goodwin killed him- 
self in the company’sffice last December. 

J. Gardner Cassett, hend of the firm, today 
gave out a statement in which he says Good- 
win was a defaulter to the extent of from 
$60,000 to $80,000, and that his stealings had 
been started when he had first exceeded his 
income in his purchases of valuable books, 
The cause of the suicide was never explained 
before. 

In his statement Mr. Cassett says: 

** Goodwin's downfall was due to his love 
of books. He was an enthusiast over rare 
editions and expensive bindings. His early 
embezzlements were to gratify this taste. 
As years passed he found his shortage be- 
coming greater and took more money for 
speculation in chéap stocks in the hope of 
recovering himself. I had the utmost confi- 
dence in Goodwin, as he had been with the 
firm thirty years.”’ 

Mr. Casrett denies that the firm would 
bring suit against other firms or persons in 

connection with the case. 
| “ Neither ow any person brought suit 


against ws,” he said, “in connection with 
Howard T. Goodwin's estate. The affair is 
ended.”’

The announcement of the Darrow candi- 
dacy, if present plans are not altered, will be [| 
made formally tomorrow, and at the same 
time the hames of those who will be candi- 
dates for the sebordinate offices on the ticket 
will be made known tothe public. After for- 
ty-eight hours of steady slate drafting the 
ticket, though still a secret, was declared 
complete, and Went to the various labor con- 
stituencies Jast night for ratification! 

It is now known that Mr. Darrow consented 
to become a candidaté before his departure 
for Springfield, but it was thought best to 
withhold the announcement till the entire 
list of labor candidates could be agreed on. 
Mr. row left Chicago with the under- 
standing that the names of those who will 
make the race with him should be submitted 
to him by telephone one by one as they were 
decided on, and then given to the labor lead-. 
ers for approval. 


- Begin Work on Full Ticket. 

Immediately on his departure the office of 
Daniel L. Cruice was turned into a secret po- 
litical headquarters. The big men in the 
union labor world were summoned and their 
views obtained upon the available candidates 
for each office. A hitch came over the city 
attorneyship. It had all along been the im- 
pression among the Darrow supporters that 
Mr. Cruice was looking for this office himself, 
but he is said to have come out with a flat. 
denial of-any such ambition. | 

The names of several attorneys more of less 
publicly connected with union labor matters 
were suggested, and at-the end of almost a 
day’s debating a compromise was arrived at 
and the name sent to Springfield. Mr. Dar- 
row approved of the selection, but the labor 
leaders begged for a delay of forty-eight 
hours that the union sentiment might be. 

Attorneyship May Chtise 

There was little difficulty in picking the 
remainder of the candidates, and When the | 
conference adjourned yesterday afternoon 
it was with the understanding that each 
labor leader present would submit the en- 
tire ticket to his lieutenants during the even- 
ing and report today. If any opposition de- 
velops to the man named for the attorney- 
ship the public announcement of the ticket 
will be postponed till another selettion can 
be ratified. Mr. Cruice and other members 
of the Darrow committee declined last night 
to divulge thé names of the prospective can- 
didates and refused to ae ~ matter 
ati all. 

From another source, however: if” was 
learned that ever the strength of the labor 
vote has been a subject of dgily discussion 
in the conferences. 

The Darrow camp sull asserts as a retort 
to Mayor Harrison that 90 pér cent of the 
labor vote is democratic in Chicago and the 
chief hepe entertained bf the participants | 
of the slate making councils is said to be to 
swing for Darrow the 40,000 votes that Alt- 
geld polled. 


Harrison’s Mighty Effort Vain. 

Just how much of a bomb in the Harrison 
camp the Darrow candidacy will be was in- 
dicated by the size of the influence which 
the mayor has brought to bear to eliminate 
the labor leader from the race. Mr. Dar- 
row while before the strike commission was 
in daily receipt of scores of telegrams from 
various democratic interests advising him 
to beware of the candidacy. And the im- 
portance of the personages taking a friendly 
interest in the labor advocate increased in a 
steady ratio till Mr. Darrow was receiv- 
ing telegrams from democratic national 
committeemen telling him in almost so many 
words to “ get off the track.”’ This is said 
to have angered the lawyer and to have been 
at least one element in hastening his de- 
cision to oppose Mayor Harrison,

NEW ARCHBISHOP COMING 
WITH SIMPLE CEREMONIES. 


Head of Chicago Archdiocese Will Ar- 
rive on March 10 and Insists Upon 
Avoidance of Demonstrations. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—The 
Rt. Rev. James Edward Quigley will cele- 
brate pontifical high mass at St. Joseph's 
cathedral in Buffalo March 2, and upon that 
occasion will say farewell to the clersy and 
laity of the Buffalo dlocese. 

He will start for Chicago on March 9, 
arriving in that city on the day following. 
On the evening of March 10 he will partici- 
pate in services at St. Mary's cathedral 
in) Chicago, at which he will be for- 
mally welcomed to the archdiocese. The 
papal brief will be read, and ‘thereafter he 
will assume the duties and authority of arch- 
bishop of Chicago. No other welcoming cere- 
mony or reception in his honor will be given. 

Archbishop Quigley has declined all prof- 
fered receptions and banquets in Buffalo. 

In assuming the responsibilities of the Chi- 
cago archbishopric he wishes a simple pro- 
cedure carried out. He will be received at 
St. Mary's and will reply to a welcome ex- 
tended by the bishop, priests, and laity.. At 
the close of the addresses he will invoke a 
benediction. He will then take up the labor 
of administering the archdiocese. 

Archbishop Quigley said tonight: “I am 
opposed to anything of an elaborate nature 
either here or in Chicago, and will insist on 
my plans being carried out. Bighop Mul- 
doon remains administrator of the archdio- 
cese of Chicago until I arrive in that city and 
formally present to him the papal brief an- 


nouncing my appointment.’’

The building already is a total wreck, and 
the dying and injured are in nearby build- 
ings or on their way to ser and St. Luke’s 


hospitals. 


Several of ‘those injured, both. ‘by the 
flames and falling, cannot recover. 
One Hundred Persons in Structure. 
The hotel is a three story brick structure 


covering half a block, and must have con- 
tained at least 100 persons when the fire be- 
gan. No one yet knows whether anyone 


alarmed the guests in the face of the spread- 


ing flames. 


Before even the fire engines could arrive 


guests and employés were hanging to the 
frames of the second gnd third story win- 
dows, while the fire was bursting out around 
them. 


7 Ladders of Little Help. 

The local fire department is not supplied 
with life nets, and the firemen had to depend 
on their ladders. Even these were of little 
help. Before they could be raised to the 
windows almost a score had jumped. One 
man hung to a third story window next to 
the Daily Republican office and was nearly 
burned to death. aleere he let go and fell to 
the sidewalk. 

Two of the injured wete carried to a nearby 
railroad station. At least one-half of those 
who dropped from the windows were women. 

The number of dead cannot be even ap- 
proximated until the ruins are searched. 

The number of dead may reach twenty, or 
it is possible the loss of life may be found to 
be small when all the guests have been ac- 
counted for. | 

Injured in Hospitals. 

Twelve of the injured were taken to St. 
Luke’s “hospital. ‘Two of these aré so 
ously burned that theit lives are despaired 
of, although the hospital physicians thought 
théy might be saved. | 

The other ten are thought to be injured 
only slightly and will probably recover. 

Two May Not Recover. 
~The two who probably will not recover 
are Dr. Grove of Cedar Rapids and a Mr. 
Barnes, whose address is not known. 

Some of the injured were taken to Mercy 
hospital, but of these only Mrs. Taylor is 
thought to be seriously injured. 

Adjoining Building Damaged. 

The fire threatened to spread to the ad- 
joining building. The lights’ went out in 
the newspaper office adjoining and prepara- 
tions were made to move from there. ._

Museum Palace, Proffered by 
Marshall Field, Waits on 
the Word of Mont- 
gomery Ward. 


BILLS FOR LEGISLATURE. 


H. N. Higinbotham, in a Meeting, - 


Tells Plans Which Involve 
Additional Gift ot 


Millions. 


All plans for the great Field museum 
building proposed for the Lake Front park 
depend on the state legislature and Mont- 
gomery Ward. Marshall Field stands ready 
to build and endow it if all obstacles to the 
use of the site are first removed. Three bills 
will be presented to the general assembly 
next week, and it is belleved that the legis- 
lators will do their part towards the project 
by giving the south park board full authority 
so far as they have the power. 

With Mr. Ward it is another proposition. 
He believes the land in question was de- 
signed for park purposes and should be 
maintained as a park. Without his consent 
it apparently will be impossible to carry out 
Mr. Field’s plans, as the latter will not act 
until every obstacle is removed. 

Mr. Ward's position with regard to this haa 
been fully explained in connection with the 
proposed stadium, the national guard ar- 
mory, and other projects. How he stands 
with regard to the museum was indicated 
last night in a telegram which he sent in 
answer to a query from THE TRIBUNE asking 
what he would say to the renewed proposal. 


Ward Telegraphs “See My Attorney.” 

“See my attorney, George P. Merrick,’’ 
Mr. Ward telegraphed from Coronado Beach, 
Cal. “He has my views in regard to the 
Lake Front park.” 


“This much coveted strip of land,” said | 


Mr. Merrick, speaking for Mr. Ward, “‘ is re- 
served for park purposes for all time to come. 
It is for the people, and will be kept free from 
buildings. Signatures of a majority of the. 
abutting property own will not open the 
way for the erection 6f buildings. Every 
owner must consent

The basis of Mr. Ward's successful fight to’ 
keep all buildings off the lake front is based 
in part on the following ruling of the Thingte 
Supreme court: 

Pi extension of the Lake Front park by filling 

from the shore line of Lake Michigan so the 
east G14 not deprive the owners of lots bordering 
upon the park as originally dedicated of the right 
to have the ground between such lots and the lake 
kept free from buildings. The park as extended be- 
tween the lots and the lake is subject to the same 
conditions as the original dedication.—[{One Hun- 
dred and ninety-eighth Ilinois Supreme court re- 
port, page 104, case of Bliss vs. Montgomery. 
Ward.) 

Mr. Field’s Offer Announced. 

At a meeting of the south park commis- 
sioners, representatives of the Art institute, 
and of the museum project last night at the 
Union League club steps were taken towards 
securing the needed action from the legis- 
lature and towards getting Mr. Ward's con- 
sent. 

H. N. Higinbotham declared that he repre- 
sented Mr. Field in the matter, and that the 
‘* handsomest museum building in the world ”’ 
would be Bullt in the park as soon as a site 
could be given. Mr. Field, he said, would 
erect the structure and give an endowment 
for its partial maintenance. He would not 
mention exact figures—$10,000,000 or any 
other—but the funds would be ample. 

‘*T am authorized by Mr. Field,”’ said Mr. 
Higinbotham, ‘to say that as soon as the 
title to the strip of land lying between Michi- 
gan boulevard and the lake and Randolph 
street and Park place, be vested in the south 
park board, he stands ready to provide any 
sum of money that may be necessary to erect , 
the finest museum building in the world. 

‘** Of course, legislation is necessary before 
the commission can do anything, but I be- 
lieve that in this session of the legislature 
the park board will be given every power 
it needs.” 

During the meeting the report of the sub- 
committee on the improvement of Grant park 
was adopted. 


Three Bills for Legislature. 

The three bills which will be presented to 
the legislature next week are: 

A bill to acquire title to all the land between 
the breakwater and the boulevard and Randolph 
street and Park place. 

- A bill authorising the issuance of $500,000 in 
veils for the purpose of filling in and improving 
the territory. 

A bill authorizing the levy of a tax of one-half 
mill for maintenance of the park and one-half mill: 
for the maintenance of the proposed museum and 
the Art institute. 

In addition to these there will, be a bill 
for the amendment of the small parks act, — 
specifying exactly the levy to be made for 
maintenance of the parks when acquired; the 
amount specified to be % mill. . 

The Merchants’ club also has a bill, similar 
to the three of the park commissioners, which 
is to vest the title of submerged land from 
Randolph street to Jackson park in the 
park board. 

Would Control Art Institute. 

According to the provision of one of the 
bills the park board will practically assume 
control of the Art institute. For the first 
tin > the Institute will be supported partially 
by taxation. What measure of control the 
park commissioners will assume is not de- 
fined. The sum which the Art institute 
would divide with the proposed museum 
would be about $100,000 annually. 

After the legislature has acted the park 
board will have to secure a transfer of con- 
tro! from the city, which has a title in part 
of the park. There then remains Mr. Ward. 

‘‘Hie is a broad, public spirited citizen,”’ 
said Commissioner Foreman. *‘ When he 
understands our project he will be the first 
to ald us."’ Other commissioners shared Mr. 
Foreman’s optimism. 

“The most desirable site at present,"" said 

Mr. Foreman, “ in the opinion of the board, 
is somewhere between Harrison and Van 
Buren streets. Of course, the site will be 
selected after we have secured the control — 
of the territory, if the legislature grants us 
that.’’ 
' While the details of the building were 
not discussed at ist evening’s meeting, it 
was made known that the proposed strue- 
ture will be of mart’c and of a richness of 
design exceeding anything in Chicago. 

At the meeting, in addition:to the park — 
commissioners and officers of the park board, 
there were present Wallace Heckman, N. H. 
Carpenter, and C. L. Hutchinson, represent- 
ing the Art institute, and Mr. Higinbotham, 
representing Mr. Wie'd. 
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SURGEON'S KNIFE 
STAYED BY COURT 


Judge Tuley Says Patient's 
Consent Must Be Secured 
Before an Operation. 


AWARDS $3,000 DAMAGES. 


? 


Decision Against Dr. Edwin H. 
Pratt, Accused of Acting 
Without Permission. 


Consent of the patient, or of some person 
authorized to speak for him, must be ob- 
tained by a surgeon before he performs an 
operation, according to a decision handed 
down yesterday by Judge Murray F. Tuley. 
The outcome of the operation, the court 
held, is not to be considered. Without ex- 
press consent, the judge finds, a violation or 
trespass on the body of the individual is 
committed by the surgeon in his use of the 
knife, and ground is thereby established for 

damage sult. 

The case involved in the finding was a suit 

brought for Mrs. Parmelia J. Davis against 

._Dr. Edwin H. Pratt. In 1898 Dr. Pratt per- 
formed the operation of hysterectomy on 
‘Mrs. Davis in treating her for epilepsy. Mrs. 
Davis, it was alleged, was then in an un- 
sound mental condition, and has since been 
adjudged insane. 

Her husBand, EB. N. Davis, who is a travel- 
ing salesman and who lives at Fernwood, 
testified that he had not given the physician 
permission to make the operation. Damages 
of $3,000 were awarded. 


Notes Absence of Consent. 


am satisfied in this case,”’ said Judge 
Tuley in his opinion, “‘ that the preponder- 
ance of the evidence is the doctor did not 
have the consent of the plaintiff or of her 
husband to perform this operation. The 
doctor's evidence impresses the court with 
the feeling that a surgical operation of the 
character that was performed on the plaintiff 
was, to him at least, a trifling matter, and 
that he believed he had the right, if he 
thought the patient would be benefited by 
such an operation, to use his own judgment 
and act upon it without much regard as to 
what the patient or her friends might desire. 

“The fact that neither the sister nor the 
husband was present when this operation 
was performed is a strong circumstance 
tending to show that the doctor acted with- 
out the consent of the husband. One or the 
other would naturally have been present at 
the hospital at such a time. 

“It is not claimed that the doctor per- 
formed the operation in an unskillful man- 
mer; no malpractice ischarged. The absence 
of malice does not excuse an unauthorized 
trespass on the body of the plaintiff.”’ 


‘Says Husband Gave Consent. 

Dr. Pratt. said yesterday, as he had asa 
witness in court, that he had obtained the 
consent of Mr. Davis. 

“He gave me carte blanche,”’ the physi- 
cian said, “to use my own discretion. ex- 
cept, of course, to do as little as possible. 
Two operations were made. It was hoped 
the first would suffice, and before it was 
undertaken Mr. Davis gave me this au- 
thority. I sha!' appeal the case.,”’ 

Other surgeons when asked for opinions 
on the matter agreed that some proper con- 
sent was needed. 

“ The rule is,’’ said Dr. Marshall D. Ewell, 
“that if the person under the physician's 
care is strong minded, his consent to the 
operation is necessary. Should the opera- 
tion be performed without the consent of 
any one legal action for damages could 
be sustained.”’ 

“The patient should know what is to be 
done,” Dr. Nicholas Senn said. ‘‘ However, 
it may be hard to explain the case. Then 
the physician may find, on examination, 
complications not expected, and which may 
necessitate an immediate use of the knife. 
Such exceptions tend to prevent the applica- 
tion of any. hard and fast rule.’’ 

. “As 1 understand medical practice,”’ said 

Dr. John L. Porter, ‘ the rule is to ebtain 
the consent of the patient wherever prac- 
ticable. One exception to this occurs when 
it has been previously agreed that the phy- 
sician shall be guided solely by his own 
judgment and do what he considers best."’ 


LOUISVILLE DOCTOR TELLS 


WHY HE SHOT BRUCE HEAD. 


Trial at Pittsburg Opens and Both Par- 


ties to Affair Give Conflicting Ver- | 


sions of It. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 19.—The trial of Dr. 
Ellis Duncan of Lousville, Ky., who is 
charged with the felonious shooting of Bruce 
Head, formerly of Louisville, was opened to- 
a Both men told their stories of the af- 

Assistant District Attorney Robbe, who 
opened the case for the commonwealth, said 
it was prepared to produce such testimony 
as will warrant a verdict of guilty. 

Bruce Head, who was shot, was the first 
witness. He testified that on the night of 
Oct. 21 last year Dr. Duncan came to his 

Office at Green Tree camp. 

“ I asked him how his mother-in-law and 
wife weré and how she had enjoyed her visit 
to Pittsburg, and he said they were well, and 
added: ‘I understand you were out to see 
her several times.’ I said not several times, 
but that I had been out to ge her. 
| “I was walking ahead of him when he 
placed his left hand on my shoulder and said, 
‘Wait a minute.’ As I turned I saw a re- 
volver in my face. I gripped his hand and 
tried to shove it up, and sdid: ‘ Hold on 
there.” Just then he fired and I fell, and he 
walked away.”’ 

Dr. Duncan took the stand and told of his 
wife's trip to Pittsburg to visit the family 
of George H. Anthony, and how, upon her 
return home, she “ told him things’ ’which 
constrained him to see Head. His version of 
the walk toward the cars from the camp 
differed materially from that of Head. 

He said he accused Head of wronging him- 
self and his wife, and continued: “ He at- 

tempted to deny, and I said: ‘ You need not 
ile. I have your letters and my wife's con- 
fession. I,have come here to horsewhip you.’ 

“He then Jumped at me, drawing his re- 
volver. I tried to get away, but he was on 
me, and knowing he meant to kill me I drew 

my revolver and fired. 

“I came here to horsewhip him and for no 
other purpose.”’

Springfield, Ill, Feb. 19.—[Special.]—

Other 
members have been acting as special attor- 
neys for the state board, and a number of 
senators and representatives have worked “ 
themselves in on boards and commissions. 

The Sherman bill is intended to raise a test 
case, to be taken to the Supreme court, where 
it is hoped a decision can be secu against 
salary grabbing. ae 

One portion of the Sherman bill says the 
provision of the constitutiom he wants re- | 
vived “‘ has in recent years become obsolete 
by non-use and frequent infractions in divers 
ways and by evasions too lengthy to here 
recite.’”’

Clerks to Send In Correct Reports 


Delegates Is Agreed On by Candi-’ 
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DECLARES DRAINAGE FLOW 
POLLUTES ST. LOUIS WATER. 


Expert_Witness in Canal buit Tells of 
Finding Enough Microbes in the Mis- 
sissippi to Meke Millions Il. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Amand Ravold, expert witness before the 
PWnited States Supreme court commissioner 
in the Chicago drainage canal case, has de- 
clared that in view of his examinations his 
testimony cannot be favorable to Chicago. 
He will give his conclusions before the com- 
missioners tomorrow. 

Dr. Ravold’s evidence occupied the time of 
the commissioner today, and related to the 
third series of experiments made by the 
bacteriologists. He said that millions of 
bacteria were found in the small cups of 
water drawn from the river by his device for 
testing polluted water. According to Dr. 
Ravold, samples ef water were taken from 
various sections.of the drainage canal, Mis- 
souri, Hlinois, and Mississippi rivers. - 

‘‘ As the water journeys toward St. Loni 
it might be thought to leave the odor and 
taste of Chicago. Such is not altogether the 
case,’ testified Dr.° Ravold. ‘‘ Despite the

It is pro- 
posed to cover the distance in five minutes, 
and the fare will be 3 cents. The Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit, running over the bridge, 
chafges 5 cents. 

The New York Street railroad company has 
been organized by D. H. Louderback, for- 
merly of Chicago, to carry out the project. 
The company hasa capital stock of $7,000,000 
and an authorized bond issue of $7,000,000 
more. The company agrees to pay as com- 
pensation to the city 2% per cent of its re- 
celpts. 

The syndicate behind the company has been 
quietly organized. Mr. Louderback was 
elected president at a meeting held yester- 
day. The franchise under which the com- 
pany will operate was secured in 1896, but 
beyond keeping the charter alive nothing 
has been done in the meantime. The grant 
is ene and is regarded as highly valu- 
able. 

fhe names of the people associated in the 
enterprise are not disclosed, but they are 
said to include some of the strongest Wall 
street and other interests. The object of the 
company is to afford rapid transit between 
two heavily congested centers. 

The stock of the New York and Brooklyn 
railroad company, which formerly secured 
the franchise, was underwritten to the extent 
of $8,000,000 by an English syndicate last 
year, but it is probable Mr. Louderback and 
his associates will raise the money among 
themselves. Property has been purchased 
on both sides of the river for terminal points. 
Work will be started on the return of Mr. 
Louderback to New York ina few days. It 
is expected it will require fourteen months to 
complete the tunnel. 

Mr. Louderback in Chicago was associated 
with C. T. Yerkes in building the union loop, 
Northwestern elevated, north shore electric, 
and a number of other electric lines. He was 
connected with Mr. Yerkes’ London projects. 

At the beginning of the present year Horace 
White signified to his associates of the Even-

Flagman’s Lantern Hidden. 

The accident occurred at Forty-ninth street 
and Center avenue shortly before 8 o'clock. 
When the gates got out of order the railway 
company put a flagman on duty at the cross- 
ing, but as the south bound trolley car ap- 
proached the passing stock train hid the 
lantern of the flagman, who was on the north 
ide of-the tracks. .

It was not uatil the trolley car was almost 
upon the’crossing that Motorman McMillan 
saw that the tracks were blocked by the 
west bound stock train. Then heapplied the 
brakes, but the track was icy and the wheeis, 
though locked, slipped along the ralls. 

When the passengers saw that a collision 
was imminent there was a wild rush to es- 
cape. Patrolmen ‘Curtin and Birmingham 
were standing close to the controller box, 
and did all they could to keep the crowd back 
so the motorman could have room in which 
to work the brake. 

Crash Comes, Then Confusion. 
when the crash came the lights in the car 
were extinguished and two women fainted. 

Striking the side of an empty stock car, the 
front end of the trolley car was demolished 
and the wheels left the rails. Two police- 
men were unable to extricate themselves 
from the wreckage, but the uninjured pas- 
sengers went to their rescue at once, 

Had the gates been in use, it is said, the 
motorman would have had ample warning 
of the danger. Lights are suspended from 
the gates, and they would not have been 
hidden from view by the passing train. 


Other Accident Follows. 


The second accident occurred when the 
patrol wagon of the New City police station 
was on the way to the scene of the collision, 
At Forty-seventh street and Ashland avenue 
the wagon tipped over, and Policeman Will- 
iam Flaherty sustained a wrenched back and 
contusion of the head that made his uncon- 
scious.

ADDAMS TALKS OF WHAT 


JANE | 
NATION HAS DONE. 


Says ‘the Scandinavian Country, a Part 
of Which Is Now Stricken with 
Famine, Has Been an Object Lesson 
in Cleanliness and Temperance— 
Great Audience at Entertainment in 
Auditorium—Guy Cramer Tells of 
What: He’ Saw: in Desolate Land. 

The spirit of the new charity means there 
has come about a new ‘determination that 
no human life shall be permitted to fail on 
account. of lack of opportunity,’’ declared 
Miss Jane Addams in an address at the Audi- 
torium Swedish entertainment for the famine 
sufferers last night. 

“ The new charity lays great stress on edu- 
Miss Addamscontinued. It means 
that every child should. have the opportunity 
to go-to school long enough to develop its 
powers. It means fhat they shall not only 
xo to school, but that. they should be edu- 
cated intelligently. This education of chil- 
dren has not always been done intelligently. 
It is only lately that children have been 
given. the opportunity. to have an industrial 
education in this country, and this branch 
was introduced in European schools not long 
ago. The best type of industrial education is 
to be found in Sweden.., | 

Lift Up the Weak Ones. 

“There is another branch of the new 
charity, and this is that:no man shall be 
allowed to fall astray. In the time of his 
trouble he should be upheld by his neighbors. 
As an incentive prosperous lives public 
playgrounds should be established by the 
municipality and intelligent pleasures should 
be provided for the people. 

“Sweden took the first step in this kind 
of charity, and not only provided play- 
grounds and amusements, but by legislation 
aimed to control the liquor traffig in order 
that. it should create the least possible 
amount of unhappiness in the homes. 

“A third phase of the new charity de- 
mands that the people should be well housed 
and that those things which tend to cut 
short the lives of people should be elimi- 
“nated. Stockholm was the first municipal- 
We in Chicago 
have no comprehension of the results that 
have been obtained by the efforts of Euro- 
pean cities to keep themselves clean. 

“When the people of Sweden, through no 
lack of endeavor of their own, found they 
were unable to provide themselves with the 
necessaries of life, it became the duty of 
people of other nationalities to help them. 

Correspondent Cramer Talks.

Twenty-one Representatives of the 
American Barnyard Tribe Sail for 
Australia, Where They Will Com- 
pete with the Best Talent the Is-

American hens have accepted the chal-. 
lenge of the Australian hens and will soon 
be engaged in an international egg laying 
contest that will continue for a year. 

The competition was arranged in Chicago. 
Miller Purvis, editor of Commercial Poultry, 
and A. A. Dunnicliff, secretary of the poul- 
try association of Sydney. New South Wales, 
drew up the articles of agreement in the 
course of correspondence that. began last 
November. 

Twenty-one hens, representative of the 
best breeds in the United States, sailed yes- 
terday afternoon from San Francisco, their 
destination being Australia. Each of them 
has a record of better than 200 eggs a year. 
The voyage will consume a little more than 
three weeks, and after a few days in which 
to get acquainted with conditions on the 
island continent they will be ordered to work. 


How Merit Will Count. 


The Australian government offered to pay 
the expenses of the American hens’ trip, but 
the gangway plank was to them a bridge of 
sighs, as none of them willreturn. The hens 
that finish sixth or better in the contest will 
become the property of the Australian gov- 
ernment, and their former owners will re- 
ceive $25 for each of them. The hens of in- 
ferior talents will be offered for sale at 
public auction. | 

The eggs that are laid in the contest will be 
sold to the poultrymen of Australia at $5 
a dozen. 

Chicago poultrymen say there is no doubt 
of the superior abilities of the American 
hens. Some of the hens that have been en- 
tered in the contest have a record of 240 
eggs a year, while the ordinary barnyard 
hen averagea only sixty. In connection with 
the contest it is pointed out the poultry 
business of the United States amounted to 
more than $600,000,000 last year. 

Chicego a Poultry City. 

“Chicago is a city of ‘ poultry cranks,’ ” 
said Mr. Purvis yesterday afternoon, ‘“‘ and 
they all will be interested in this contest, 
which is the first of the kind ever held, so 
far as know. Why, I know of Chicago peo- 
ple who have chicken farms on the roofs 
of their flats. I do not believe there is a 
county in the United States that has so large 
a number of poultry raisers as there are in 
Cook county. 

‘For instance, a certain clerk who gave 
up a $2,000 a year position some time ago 
told me that he made twice that amount 
last year on a five acre farm near Chicago 
Heights. When eggs are quoted at 30 cents 
a dozen in the open market he receives 50 
eents from the clubs and leading restau- 
rants.”

NEW YORK NEGROES UPHOLD 
THOSE ASKING VOTE IN SOUTH. 


Whites Are Denounced by One Speeker, 
Who Says There Are 50,000,000 Too 


New York, Feb. 19.—[Special. }—More than 
2000 negroes of this city met at Cooper Un- 
jon tonight and formally protested against 
the disenfranchisement of their race by the 
southern states, and particularly by Vir- 
ginja.. Enthusiasm reached a high pitch 
when President Roosevelt’s name was men- 
tioned. 

A letter from Susan B. Anthony was read 
in which she said she was in fullest sym- 
pathy with the negroes and that to refuse 
to qualified women and colored men the 
right of suffrage and to still count them 
in the basis of representation was to add 
insult to injury and was as unjust as un- 
reasonable. | 

Moncure D. Conway, the author, who was 
an old Virginia abolitionist, and who was 
driven from his home for helping a negro 
escape when he was a Harvard student, 
said he was convinced that there were quite 
enough of the Anglo-Saxon race now living. 
In fact, he thought that it would be better 
if there were about 50,000,000 fewer of them; 
then he said there wouldn’t be so many 
clutching, greedy, and sometimes lynching 
and bloodthirsty whites. 

Other speakers were James H. Hayes, a 
lawyer from Virginia; Bishop Walters, 
Charles Anderson, the Rev. Dr. Charles 8. 
Morris, Bishop Derrick, and John E. Mil- 
holland. 

Resolutions were adopted commending the 
negroes of Virginia who are fighting the 
disenfranchisement act, and about $1,000 
was raised at the meeting to aid the Vir- 
ginia negroes.

_“* The sultan was kept in ignorance of pro- | n 
posals while they were being formulated, 
but I am optimistic of success so far as the 
sultan’s assent is concerned. Russia es- 
pecially expects that the porte will offer no 
resistance. The two eastern powers are 
now approaching the sultan with supple- 
mentary proposals, which are most cour- | 
teous and conciliato in form and which | 
in no respect touch his sovereign rights.” 


May Not Prevent Revolution. 


The ambassador added that the only fear 
of his own and the coéjperating government 
is that the action of the powers and the Bul- | 
garian authorities will be too late to prevent 
revolutionary movement. If, however, the 
sultan yields the powers do not intend to: 
interfere if he puts down the insurrection. 

The scheme of reforms as presented to the 
British cabinet at the special meeting today ; 
does not include any information as to how 
Russia and Austria propose to coerce the 
sultan in case he rejects their proposals.

Macedonians Are Undismayed.

ROME, Feb. 19.—The pope’s jubilee, or the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his election, to- 
morrow will be ushered in by a high mass in 
the basilica, celebrated by Cardinal Ram- 
polia. Later the pontiff will receive the car- 
dinals and other dignitaries, who will present 
him with a gold tiara, the jubilee present of 
the Catholic world, which cost $25,000. Te 
deum will be sung in'the evening and there

The pope, in recognition of the jubilee, has 
donated $20,000 for the poor of Rome. 

Pope Leo XIII., surrounded by the cardi- 
nals and dignitaries of the pontifical court, 
will be carried in the sedia gestatoria. He 
will first receive 3,000 pilgrims and then ac- 
cept several presents, including the gold 
tiara. The ceremony will end with the apos-

Fight with Cavalry Sabers. 

The meeting took place in the infantry 
barracks. It was no opera bouffe affair, al- 
though the risks were lessened by bandaging 
the vital parts after the fashion of the Ger- 
man students. The combatants, however. 
were much in earnest. The weapons tised 
were light cavalry sabers. The onlookers 
were amazed by the agility and swordsman- 
ship displayed by Baron Fejervary, who, 
despite the fact that two years ago he was 
at death’s door as a result of a dangerous 
operation, bears his 70 years lightly. Herr 
Langyels is only 29 years old. . 

In the first encounter Baron Fejervary was 
wounded slightly in thé hand. The second ' 
bout was violent. Herr Langyels received a 
blow in the face with the flat of the minister’s 
sword. Both fought so fiercely that their 
swords were bent. In the third bout new 
swords were produced, but Baron Fejervary’s 
weapon snapped close to the hilt as he parried 
a tremendous cut at his head, and the broken 
blade wounded his hand so seriously that he 
was unable to hold his sword. ! 


Aged Baron Is Popular. 

The duelists parted unreconciled. Among 
the spectators were Baron Fejervary’s son 
and the physicians who had performed the 
operation upon him. 

Baron Fejervary has been an officer on the 
active list for fifty-two years. He has fought 
five duels, all of them having been connected 
with parliamentary affairs. The chief re- 
sult of the duel has been to greatly increase 
his popularity. When he appeared in the 
-chamber this afternoon he was given an en- 
thusiastic reception.

BARON OF 70 FIGHTS DUGL | YALE BIRTH RATE IS LOW 


LATEST RECORDS FAR BELOW 
THOSE OF EARLIER YEARS. 


Married Graduates from 1861 to 1872 
Average About Two Children Each, 
While Those in First Third of Last 
Century Averaged Four—Nongrad- 
uates Show Even Lower Percent- 
ages than Those Who Took Full 
Courses—Repeat Harvard Story. 


New Haven, Conn., Feb. 19.—[Special. ]— 
Class records at Yale repeat in a general 
way the inference of President Eliot of Har- 
vard as to the low birth rate from mar- 
riages, Harvard graduates averaging about 
two to each marriage. 

Taking four typical classes at Yale, be- 
tween 1861 and. 1872 inclusive, the latest 
records show 325 married graduates who had 
742 children. The deaths already known 
leave less than two children to a marriage, 
and offset the deaths of two parents. 

The contrast with the Yale graduate mar- 
riages in the early part of the last century 
is striking. There are only three summarized 
records in the first third of the century, but 
these show 159 marriages and 36 children, 
or almost four children to a marriage. 


Earlier Classes Did Well. 

Out of returns from eighteen members of 
the class of 1810—which had a total member- 
Ship of fifty-four—it appears that seventeen 
had married and had seventy-eight children. 


This is the first Yale class of which records | 


are available. In the class of 1826, the largest 


ever graduated at an American college prior | 


to 1837, there were 325 children, living and 
dead, returned as offspring of fifty-four mar- 
riages forty years after graduation. |

Experiments have been undertaken at the 
department of agriculture which have in 
view the possibility of developing a race of 
chickens without feathers. Quite a num- 
ber of experiments looking toward the im- 
provement of the existing species of birds 
and animals have been undertaken by the 
department and some of them appear to be 
successful. 

Some time ago the bureau of animal in- 
dustry made a start toward developing a 
breed of naturally clean pigs, who would 
not intentionally get their feet muddy, and 
who.would prefer wholesome food to that 
of a racier flavor. Thus far the experiments 
are only experiments, although the pros- 
pects seem to be lovely, and only the pigs 
are vile. 

The department does not desire to pro- 
duce freaks, but there is said to be a chance 
that if chickens could be raised: without 
feathers their -original market value would 
be increased because of the readiness with 
whieh they could be ‘prepared for the table. 
In addition to that it.is said some food the 
chickens take necessarily is used to produce 
feathers, which are practically useless. On 
the other hand, old farmers have advised the 
department that if the chicken is deprived 
of its feathers it will either die or else its 
skin will by the usual law of nature become 
stronger and tougher to supply the need of 
outer clothing, so that in the long run the 
bird would have to be skinned to be pre- 
pared for: table,-which would be more tire- 
some and expensive than the operation of 
plucking feathers.

TWO WIVES. 


Woman He Married Years Ago Con- 
vinces Jadge Holdom That Former 
Wealthy Peoria Man Secured His 
Freedom by Fraud, and the Decree 

Is Set Aside—Defendant Has Wed- 
His Former Stenographer—i 
thetic Story of Deception Is Told. 


Edward J. Cressey began the day yesterday 
with one wife and ended it with two, though 
he took no part in a marriage ceremony. 


His matrimonial complication was the result |: 


of a decision by Judge Holdom that the di- 
vorce he had obtained from his first wife was 
illegal, having been secured by fraud. The 
judge was bitter in his comments on the man, 
declaring he was “ on the road to Joliet.” 

Cressey was formerly a wealthy bond deal- 
er in Peoria, but now lives in Elgin with his 
second wife, who was his stenographer. The 
suit Reard yesterday was brought by his 
Peoria wife, who asked that the divorce he 
obtained before Judge Chetlain in 1900 be set 
aside. | | 

Tells a Pathetic Story. 

In substantiating her charges of fraud 
Mrs. Cressey told a pathetic story. In 1899, 
after eighteen years of married life,, she 
said that she noticed her husband was 
paying attention to his stenographer, Miss 
Olive Matthews. Then, in the summer of 
1900, Mrs. Cressey said, at the request of 
her husband, she went to Galesburg to visit 
her father for three or four months alto- 
gether. Cressey twice went to see her, she 
said, and she visited him once in Peoria. 
When she returned to Peoria they resumed 
housekeeping. 

Two -weeks later, she said, her husband 
packed his trunk and satchel and told her 
that he was going to leave her and get a 
divorce. He said that if she would not Inter- 
fere with his plans he would send her $75 
a month, but if she raised any objections he 

‘“‘He told me that he wanted to marry the 
stenographer, Olive Matthews, for business 
reasons, to make more money,’’ said Mrs. 
Is Induced to Sign Paper. 

*Then,”” she continued, ‘‘I was sent for 
by Charles A. Weiberg, who had been Mr. 
Cressey’s attorney for many years. I was 
ill. Mr. Weiberg put a paper in front of me, 
telling me that I would have to sign it to 
get the $75 a month from my husband, sol 
signed the paper, but I did not know what 
was in it.’”’ 

It appears from the records of the divorce 
trial that Weiberg entered his appearance 
for Mrs. Cressey and filed her answer, which, 
she asserts, must have been the-paper she 
signed that day. Cressey’s bill was filed in 
the Superior court Aug. 29, while he was 
still living with his wife in Peoria... It 
charged her with desertion. Mrs. Cressey 
said the first she knew that she was 
divorced was some weeks later, when a 
friend saw an item in a newspaper telling 
about it and read it to her.

since the Garden of Eden was closed the 
tastes and desires and necessities of men 
and women have greatly increased in num- 
bers and greatly varied in kind. Men in 
their clubs do not do anything that women 
do. Women in their clubs do some things 
that men do, many things that they do not. 
To effect a union which would work bar- 
moniously both sides would have to sac- 
rifice too much. The men perhaps would 
have to sacrifice the most, for much which 
they consider proper among themselves 
they would not think proper among the 
women, though harmless enough in them- 
selves from the masculine point of view. 
There is nothing that the women do 
in their clubs that they could not do with 
propriety before men, but the men would 
bave no Interest in the club life of women. 
In fact, the whole spirit of men’s and wom- 
en’s clubs is different, and a union of them, 
while it would improve neither, might im- 
pair the usefulness, certainly the pleasure, 
of both. Ex-President Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson was right when she urged that 
women’s. clubs were for women and for 
helping women to advance, and that men’s 
clubs, or men in women’s clubs, could do 
nothing for them. 


‘MAKE RAILROAD TRAVEL SAFER. 

A coroner’s jury has investigated with 
unusual thoroughness the collision on the 
Jersey Central railroad last month, in which 
s0 many lives were lost. It finds that the 
engineer was to blame and that the rail- 
road is free from any criminal] responsibi!- 
ity for the accident. At the same time it 
‘asks several questions, some of which areas 
‘follows: 

| Should not a stricter observance of the rules re- 
'Jating to signals be insisted upon by the railroad 
joMicials, this specially in regard to distance or 
‘green signals? 

While there is no evidence before us that these 
‘signals are not regularly observed on the rail- 
roads concerned in this collision, there is a genera! 
feeling that a laxity prevails in this matter al) 
jever the country. 

Should not the railroads adopt, tn connection with 

\@heir automatic visual signals, some one of the 
automatic safety devices that are now in the mar- 


‘ket, which actually shut off the steam, apply the 
brakes, and stop the train if the track is blocked 


or out of order? | 

It concludes by calling attention to the 
fact that— 

Statistics show that in Great Britain, where 
trains are run equally as fast and where the traffic 
4s much more crowded, but where trains are op- 
erated strictly on the block system, not a single 
passenger lost his life during the year 1901, while 
in this country, where many rallroads are still 
without block signals, there were during the three 
months ending Oct. 1, 1002, 1,484 collisions, in 
which 148 persons were killed. 

* Ye not the “ genera! feeling ” that there is 
a laxity as to the observance of signals 
founded on fact? In referring recently to 
the greater degree of safety the passen- 
gers on Pnglish railroads enjoy, Tue Tris- 
uni suggested that engineers on American 
roads where the block system is in use do 
not have the high degree of respect for sig- 
nals English engineers bave. The Jersey 
Central engineer failed to see or disregarded 
five signals. It ought to be possible for 
the managers of American railroads to in- 
struct their engineers that there must be 

‘unquestioning obedience to signals—that 


- there must be no assuming responsibility, 
‘ no taking chances. 


There is always the possibility that the 
mental apparatus of the most obedient and 
experienced engineer will suddenly get out 
‘of order at a critical moment. Disasters 
feom that source can be averted by the 


employment of the eutomatic eafety de- 
vices referred to by the coroner’s jury. 
The “human factor” can be almost ea 
tirely eliminated and accidents will be of 


| infrequent occurrence. Appliances to make 


travel safer cost money and railroads are 
not always willing to spend money for that 
purpose. Sometimes the lawmakers have 
had to exercise their authority. It may be 
necessary for them to do eo again. The 
traveling publicis entitled to a greater meas- 
are of protection against sudden death than 
it has now. 


EFFICACY OF THE ANTI-TRUST LAW. 

George I’, Edmunds wrote a letter last 
month in which he said it was the unanimous 
opinion of the judiciary committee which 
drafted the anti-trust law that it was an 
exercise of the whole constitutional power 
of congress in the premises. He said, also, 
that, in his opinion, the law was and is ca- 
pable of putting an end to such so-called 
trusts and combinations as interfere with or 
restrain commerce among the states. 

The Supreme court decided some years 
ago that the anti-trust law did not apply to 
the sugar trust. It is because of that deci- 
sion, which was eminently satisfactory to 
combinations which assert they are engaged 
exclusively in manufacturing and have noth- 
ing to do with interstate commerce, that con- 
gress has been asked to enact additional leg- 
islation like that in the Littlefield bill. Of the 
decision in the sugar trust case ex-Senator 
Edmunds said in his letter: 

If it had been instituted and carried forward with 
eultable allegations of the precise nature and his- 
tory of the affair, and had been supported, as it 
could bave been, by adequate proof of the facts 

t eet forth, I believe the Supreme court of the 
United States would not have had the least diffi- 
culty in preventing the carrying on of the combi- 
nation under consideration and putting an end to 
it, as it can still do with similar ones. The bill of 
complaint in that case was, unhappily, not drawn 
in such a way as to present the question which now 
so much commands just public concern. 

Mr. Edmunds is not infallible, but he is 
so sound a constitutional lawyer that one is 
inclined to believe his statements are cor- 
rect. It may be tliat the Supreme court 
would have decided the sugar trust case. 
otherwise than it did had the then law offi- 
cers of the United States handled the matter 
more exhaustively than they did. It may be 
that the anti-trust law, if interpreted by the 
courts as its framers believed it would be 
interpreted, will be effective for the suppres- 
sion of nearly all monopolies and will make 
further legislation unnecessary. To obtain 
that legislation will require much time. 

Perhaps the beef trust case, now before 
Judge Grosscup, will give the law officers 
of the national government an opportunity 
which Mr. Edmunds thinks was neglected 
when the sugar trust case was presented, 
and the court may be induced to modify the 
views it held when it made the sugar trust 
decision. Judge Grosscup holds that the 
packers are engaged in interstate commerce 
when they buy cattle. Why isnot the sugar 
trust engaged in foreign commerce when it 
buys raw sugar shipped to New York? 
Judge Grosscup holde that the packers are 
engaged in interstate commerce when they 
sell and ship meats to parties in other states. 
Why is not the sugar trust in interstate com- 
merce when it sells and ships sugar? Ifthe 
Supreme court were to modify materially 
the sugar trust decision it might not be nec- 
essary for the next congress to take any 
action concerning the trust question. 

Under the law passed a few days ago the 
courts are instructed to hear first suits 
‘brought against trusts whenever the attor- 
ney genera! shall deem prompt action desir- 
able. If the counse] for the packers appeal 
from Judge Grosscup’s decision the matter 
can be taken direct to the Supreme court and 
heard there without delay. The decision to 
be rendered in the case may be a momentous 
one, It may”be such as to enable the attor- 
ney general—to use Mr. Edmunds’ language 
—“ to arrest the progress and undo the mis- 
chievous work of such great and injurious 
combinations as have largely come into re- 
cent existence.” 


A LAKE PARK MUSEUM. | 

The old project of a museum, to be erected 
on the lake front, north of the Art institute 
and east of the Illinois Central tracks, by 
Marshall Field, and the transfer to it of the 
contents of the Field museum in Jackson — 
park, was revived at the recent meeting of 
the south park board, but in no more definite 
form than that of a suggestion of its desira- 
bility. But even the suggestion shows that 
popular interest in the scheme has not 
abated. | 

The erection of a museum building on the 
lake front would solve the problem presented 
by the present building in Jackson park, 
which is rapidly disintegrating and cannot 
be put into good shape. Sooner or later the 
valuable articles contained in it will have 
to be removed anyway to some building 
where they will not be in danger. Probably 
there are no obstacles in the way of the 
scheme which could not be removed, but 
considerable time may be needed. It will re- 
quire a large outlay of money to fill in the 
lake east of the tracks. Legislation, which 
it may not be easy to get, will also be re- 
quired. If the plan can be carried out it 
will meet with general popular approval. 
The present museum is a loug ways off for 
most of the people of the city. It takes 
double fares to get to it and occupies much 
time. In summer it is well patronized on 
Sundays, but in winter it is practically de- 
serted. On the lake front it would be con- 
venient for all the people all the time, as the 
Art institute is, and it is needless to add that 
it would be an ortiament to the lake front 
of which the whole city would be proud. 


NO CHAIN GANG ROADS. 

We don’t want any chain gang roads in 
Illinois. The president of the Good Roads 
association seems to think that chain gang 
roads are among the purest and loveliest 
flowers of our civilization. He has been ex- 
plaining his ideas to the Illinois house com- 
mittee on penal and/reformatory institutions. 
He called the attention of his hearers to the 
eunobling scenes which are being enacted 
on the roads of North Carolina. Gangs of 
convicts chained together pounding gravel 
all day and lying at night in a stockade with 


stockade—this is the kind of thing that the 
president of the Good Roads association re- 
gards as extremely beneficial both to the 
convicts themselves and to the men, women, 
and children who observe them. 
Fortunately the president of the Good 
Roads association will, in this matter, find 
himself in a minority. The same sentiment 
that put an end to public hangings, the same 
sentiment that made it impossible to ex- 
pose prisoners to public view in the pillory. 
the same sentiment that took prisoners from 
open cages and gave them privacy, will pre- 
vent the legislators of Illinois from allowing 
the wards of the state to be put through a 
process which outrages the modern idea of 
decency. A chain gang working on a public 
road is twice cursed. It curses the convict 
who is working and it curses the citizen who 
is looking on. It is as degrading to the one 
as it is to the other. What-—the convict 
should have is seclusion from the world and 
occupation of an instructive kind, It is 


not the hard work on roads that is objection- 
|

able. The convict should have plenty of 
hard work. The objection to the chain gang 
lies in the public exhibition it makes of the 
shame and degradation of the men who be- 
long to it. Such'an exhibition 1s to bé avoid- 


ed at all cos It is repugnant both to sen- 
timent and to It blunts and coarséns 
the feelings of the public and it impedes the 


reformation of the convicts. 


IMPROVE THE SERVICE. 

It was extremely cold Wednesday night 
and early yesterday. morning. Nobody 
walked any distance who could avoid it. 
At this inopportune time one of the cables of 
the south side traction company broke, and 
the Wabash avenue line and the Cottage 
Grove avenue line from Twenty-second to 
Thirty-ninth went out of service. The men 
and women who depend on the Cottage 


venienced if the cable had broken on a pleas- 
ant summer’s day. The inconvenience was 
intensified by the bitterly cold weather. 

- The City railway company must do better 
than it did night before last, or than it has 
been doing for some time back. Wednes- 
day’s accident is not unprecedented. There 
has been much trouble on the State street 
line recently. No dependence can any longer 
be placed on the cable service, and the elec- 
tric service is sometimes inexcusably bad. 

The employés of the company say in their 
list of grievances that the management will 
not employ sufficient extras to permit the 
regular men to keep the number of runs 
specified on the time tables. They say cars 
are left in the barns daily for the lack of men 
to run them. They say that one day this 


Wentworth avenue line. The grievances of 
Thomas Daly, cable splicer, do not move. 
the public. The statement made by men 
who ought to be well informed.that cars 
which should be in service are laid up inthe 
barns does not please south siders. 

The traction company does not relish the 
city’s ultimatum. That does not relieve it 
from the obligation to serve the public de- 
cently. The refusal of the city to recognize 
the ninety-nine year law is no excuse for 
weak cables, too few cars, and an insuffl- 
cient working force. —Thecompany has been 
patching up its plant hoping it would be 
able to get rid of the cables altogether. Un- 
less it is prepared to come to the city’s terms 
it must get new cables which will not break 
on the coldest winter nights. It must hire 
more men so more cars may berun. It must 
not sulk and make the people suffer because 
it has been served with an ultimatum. 


SMITHSON’S GRAVE. 

A movement is om foot in Washington 
which has for its object the removal of the 
remains of James Smithson, founder of the 
Smithsonian institution, to some spot near 
the magnificent foundation which be- 
came the property of the people of this 
country through his generosity. His body 
now lies buried in Genoa, where he died, 
and is about to be disturbed to make room 
for a quarry. : 

Probably there are but few persons [n 
the United States who are aware that. Smith- 
son is buried in Genoa or that the English 
chemist and mineralogist, said to have been 


Northumberland, never visited this country, 
but at his death in 1829 left a bequest of 
$525,000 to the government of the United 
States im trust to found at Washington an 
establishment under the name of the Smith- 
sonian institution “ for the increase and dif- 
fusion of knowledge among men,” the be- 
quest becoming operative in 1838, when by 
good management the sum had increased 
to $703,000. Probably still fewer persons 
remember that this sum was still further 
increased in 1891 by a gift of $200,000 from 
Thomas G. Hodgkins of Setauket, N. Y. 
How well Smitluson’s purpose to “ increase 
and diffuse knowledge among men” has 
been carried out appears from the institu- 
tion’s splendid record during the last half 
century, by the scientific bureaus and com- 
missions of which it has been the parent, 
by its numerous publications, by the prizes 
it has offered for scientific discoveries, and 
by the important part it has taken“n sci- 
entific expeditions and explorations, as well 
as in international expositions, 

If it be possible to transfer the remains 
of the founder of the institution to the na- 
tional capital it should be done. It would 
be eminently more fitting that he should 
sleep mear the building that bears his name 
and in the country to which he was so gen- 
erous than in an unknown and uncared for 
grave ina foreign land. ’

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


Copyright: 1908: By the Marquise de Fontenoy,. 
tria, whose death had thrown the 
court of Vienna into mourning in the 
midst of the carnival, was one of the 

most remarkable women of the im- 
perial house of Hapsburg, ® princess of 
world renowned sagacity, and whose knowl- 
edge of statesmanship was sufficiently re- 
markable to lead her cousin, Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph, to consult her in many @ difficult 
crisis. Moreover, it was largely, thanks to 
her advice, that her daughter, Queen Chris- 
tina of Spain, succeeded in weathering the 


many storms and cataclysms which she was | 


called upon to encounter during her sixteen 
years of regency, and in times of great trouble 
one would always hear of the Archduchess 
Elizabeth being at Madrid or else hastening 
thither as fast as the railroad could carry 
her. : 

Elizabeth may be described as having been 
trebly an arch@uchess. For she was born 
as the daughter of that so popular Archduke 
Joseph who was palatine of Hungary, mar- 
ried as her first husband Archduke Ferdl- 
nand, younger brother and heir of the last 
sovereign duke of Modena, by whom she 
had one daughter, now Princess Louis of 
Bavaria, whom the White Rose league, that 
is to say, the so-called legitimists in Eng- 
land, profess to regard as the lawful sover- 
eign of Great Britain, as being less remotely 
descended from the Stuarts than King Ed- 
ward. 

With the death of the dyke of Modena and 
of his brother, Archduke Ferdinand, the 
house of Hapsburg-Este became extinct in 
thé male line, Princess Louis being the heir 
to the personal property and to the legitimist 
pretensions to the throne of England, while 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand inherited the 
entailed property, and likewise bears the 
name of archduke of 


On becoming a widow Archduchess Eliza- 
beth married again, this time Archduke 
Charles, son of the famous general of the 
Napoleonic wars and the hero of the battle of 
Aspern. By this second marriage Arch- 
duchess Elizabeth had four children, one of 
whom is Queen Christina of Spain, another 
one, Archduke Charles Stephen, the sailor 
member of the house of Hapsburg, president 
of the Imperial Yacht club and an admiral. 
The eldest is Archduke Frederick, duke of 
Teschen, generally regarded as the cleverest 
soldier of the imperial family, and certainly 
the richest. Heis married to Princess Isabel 
of Croy, while the youngest son is that im- 
mensely tall Archduke Eugene who towers 
head and shoulders above his relatives, and 
who holds that seml-ecclesiastical office of 
grand master of the ancient Teutonic order, 
which binds its members like Catholic clergy 
to a life of celibacy. He is exceedingly 
erudite, and, although a general of cavalry 
and a capable military commander, is like- 
wise a fullfledged doctor of divinity, and 
had it not been for the opposition of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph would have followed 
the example of his grand uncle, Archduke 
Leopold, and would have entered the church. 
Archduke Leopold, it may be remembered, 


| died as a fullfiedged cardinal, 


Archduchess Elizabeth will be greatly 
missed at Vienna, especially by the members 
of the imperial family. For she constituted, 
so to speak, a bond of union between them 
all, and it was her salon at Vienna that used 
to be their rendezvous. In her youth she 
was a wonderfully beautiful woman, and 
even in her old age she still remained a state- 
ly and imposing figure, added to which she 
had a wonderfully soft and melodious voice. 
By no one will her death be felt more deeply 
than by her cousin, the emperor. 


The princess of Wales has now entirely 
recovered, and is going about once more. In 
spite of all her efforts to remain slim she 


is becoming stout, and gives promise of be- . 


coming as phenomenally large as was her 
mother, the duchess of Teck, whose girth 
and weight were simply colossal, though car- 
ried off by a most fascinating manner, by 
a wonderful dignity, and such a perennial 
and sunny good humor as to charm every 
one with whom she came into contact. The 
princess of Wales, though an admirable 
woman, who commands universal respect, 
is somewhat lacking in that genlality which 
made her mother the most popular princess 


of her day. Possibly it may develop later. . 


Embonpoint generally brings good humor in 
its train, and in that event no one will com- 
plain that the princess does not possess the 
sylphlike elegance of Queen Alexandra.

When Colonial Secretary 
started on his voyage to south Africa an 
impression arose that it would prove a tre- 
mendous success—so great a triumph, indeed, 
that it would land him in the premiership 
and that it would at the same time bring 
about the resignation of Lord Milner. 
Neither of these predictions has been ful- 
filled. Word Milner is more firmly estab- 
lished In the saddle than ever, while Joseph 
Chamberlain’s tour has been signalized by 
many disagreeable episodes. It has not 
been by any means an unmixed triumph. 
He has failed to win over the south African 
Dutch to the extent that had been expected. 
But, notwithstanding this, I do not believe 
for one moment that he has impaired his 
prospects of becoming premier, for he re- 
mains more than ever the one predominating 
figure of the unionist party. 

He is returning home with the conviction 
that no one is better qualified to deal with 
the problem in south Africa than Lord Mil- 
ner. The latter has, above everything else, 
shown himself to be level headed and wholly 
insensible to influences of wealth, of society, 
indeed of influences of any kind whatso- 
ever. Above all he has avoided the shadow 
of a suspicion of being In the slightest de- 
gree swayed by the money lords of the 
Rand, who prior to his arrival in south 
Africa were looked upon as ruling every- 
thing.

He has surrounded himself by a personal 
staff of men of the same character as him- 
self, imbued with the best traditions of Brit- 
ish official and scholastic life, which not 
only make them unbribable and sensitive in 
matters of conscience, but likewise impart 
to them the manners, the bearing, and the 
culture which are so important an element 
in any English speaking community. 

They cannot be bought, patronized, or in- 
fluenced, resembling in this respect their 
chief, and when one calls to mind how many 
and specious are the methods invoked by 
those who have axes to grind in south Africa 
--maneuvers social, pecuniary, and even 
official and political—it must be a matter of 
congratulation to every one who has the

Tired Running After Johnson.

Mutual respect for contractual and reser-

Replies were received 
from all the members of the Western league 
favoring postponement of the annual meet- 
ing of the organization, and the members of 
the American association gave consent to 
President Hickey going to California with 
M. H. Sexton of the Western league to en- 
deavor to establish peace. President Hickey 
left for the coast tonight, and will stop off 
in Chica 

Hickey sald he could not tell whether or not 
his association would invade Chicago until 
he had seen Lennon. From the way he 
talked, however, he favors putting a club in 
Chicago whether the big leagues like it or 
It was also said the American associa- 
tion would abandon the Chicago project, but 
the minor league officials were mum on the 


subject. 
Dictate Terms of 


A draft of the proposed new national agree- 
ment was carefully gone over by the board 
today. it was finally decided that the Na- 
titnal association would stand close to a 
resolution adopted at the last annual meet- 
ing of the association on Oct. 24, as follows: 
~ Resolved, That in the event of a joint invitation 
being extended the National association at any 
future time to confer with the American league 
ana the National league in the interest of a tri- 
partite agreement, the national board of the 
National Association of Professional Baseball 
Leagues shall preserve to the a:sociation its present 
form of government and its individual organiza- 
tion Supreme and intact. 

Resolved, That these instructions are hereby 
declared to be mandatory and compulsory. 

The minor leagues will demand that the tri- 
partite board have jurisdiction only over 
matters involving disputes between the Na- 

tinal association and the two major leagues 

and will seek greater representation in the 
new board. 

One thing is apparent from the stand taken 
by the minor league men, and that is that 
they will continile to go it alone rather than 
agree ( any conditions which would make 
them play second fiddle.’ In other words, 
they will insist on equality.

Member of Upper House from Kansas. 


Says Get Rich Quick Concern Had No 
Permission from Him. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 
‘“‘“My name was used as a reference by the 
National Securities company, the St. Louis 
get rich quick concern, whose manager is 
under indictment for fraud, " said Senator 
Burton of Kansas. 

“This was done without any authority 
whatever from me.

Fall, Then a Fight.

Story Has Another Side. 

But there is another side to the story, and it 
is set forth in the following statement issued 
last night by the defendants: 

“On Sunday, Feb. 1. while riding in 
the southern part of this city, by a mere 
accident we happened to cross a field which 
it afterward transpired was the property of 
the Calumet Country club and was used by 
that club as a golf field. 

‘* While riding across the field several per- 
sons emerged from the clubhouse and in a 
disorderly manner, making use of improper 
language, informed us that we were tres- 
passers. Then Messrs. Gardner and Whiting, 
in a cowardly manner, struck a horse ridden 
by one of the ladies in our party and caused 
the lady to fall and sustain severe injury.

We have offered to send 
a competent landscape gardener to repair 
whatever damage, if any. may have occurred 
to the grounds, but our liberal offer has been 
rejected and an arbitrary eash aid gies has 
been demanded of us.’

BIG DEFALCATION 


Wall Sireet Hears Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Has 
Loss $2,000,000. 


_ COUNSEL MAKES DENIAL. 


Story Causes All Stock Prices to 
Heavily in Market, 
but React Later. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—[Special.]—There 
was a partly successful bear raid on the 
Metropolitan Street Railway and Metropoli- 
tan Securities companies’ stocks and inci- 
dentally on the entire general market to- 
day, which was the culmination of a series 
of rumors in regard to the Metropolitan 
and its allied interests, and stock market 
affairs in general, which dates back to the 
end of last year. 

A sharp decline of several points in both 
stocks in the morning was coincidental with 
rumors in a “slip” from a financial news 
bureau that there had been discovered a 
defalcation of $2,000,000 on the part of one 
a of the officers of “ one of the large traction 
eompanies.” In a second “slip” the Metro- 
a politan was named as the company. An- 
, other story on this “ slip ” was that the com- 
4 pany had been robbed by a contractor and 
q that District Attorney Jerome was acting. 
When the rumors were officially denied by 
counsel for the Metropolitan the stock part- 
ly recovered. as 


The rumors alluded to followed many that 
have been current for weeks in regard to 
the Metropolitan. The latest is that Will- 
jam C. Whitney had sold 30,000 shares of 
Metropolitan stock to interests inside the 
company. An article in a morning financial 
publication is said to have suggested or en- 
couraged the defalcation story. It spoke 
of “something hanging over the market” 
and vaguely of ‘‘a large corporation's” 
affairs being “under scrutiny, not from the 
financial side, which is quite sound, but from 
another side, and from a point of view dealing 
solely with the legality of certain things 
done by those managing the company in its 
earlier stages.” 


An authority for the affairs of the Metro- 
politan and its allied interests promptly de- 
nied the rumors as “ maliciously false” 
without discussing them. Finally the coun- 
sel for the company made this official state- 
ment: 

“There has been absolutely no defalca- 
tion in the Metropolitan Street railway com- 
pany. Stories that such is the case have 
been circulated for the purpose of settling, 
for a price, several suits promoted by a well 
known firm of bankers and brokers.”’ 

The lawyer who made this statement would 
not explain his assertion. Charles E. War- 
ren, secretary and treasurer of the Metro- 
politan, said of the $2,000,000 defaication 
rumor: 

“This is a malicious lie. It is simply a 
falsehood circulated to influence the stock 
market. We intend to prosecute any news- 
paper publishing such statements.” | 


In endeavoring to trace the origin of some 
of the rumors an inquiry Was made at the 
office of Harris, Gates & Co., which firm 
acknowledged issuing today in good faith the 
“following bulletin from R. D.Wrenn of Wrenn 
Bros. of 45 Wall street: 

“There have been rumors here for two or 
three days past of trouble in some quarter, a 
difficulty that an unspecified corporation has 
fallen into. This morning light is thrown on 
the matter by a weakness in Metropolitan. 
The report now. is that there has been some 
heavy defalcation by an officer of that com- 
pany. It has affected the whole market to 
some extent. R. D. WRENN.” 

Mr. Wrenn explained that he got the in- 
formation which formed the basis of the 
bulletin on the floor of the stock exchange 
from several members whose names he did 
not remember. He considered it his duty to 
his correspondents to send it out.

WEAK BARLY, CLOSES FIRM 


WHEAT HELPED BY STRONG SITU- 
ATION IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Foreign Markets Lower and News Gen- 
erally Bearish, but Drop in Consolsa 
and Bare Possibility of European 
War Encourage Buying — Corn 
Firm, Receipts Still Light - Oats 
Hold Under Continued Liquidation 


-Provisions Strong. 


Weak fore markets in sympathy with 
the wieoeane decline here, favorable re- 
ports of the French crop, & poor export de- 
mand, and claims of foreign offers to resell 
Manitoba cargoes—a weak foreign situation 
generally—were influences making for a 
break in wheat here and were rewarded with 
a decline of %c, the biggest halt of the con- 
cession in prices made at the opening. But 
on the other hand, there was a strong north- 
western situation, light receipts, claims that 
they would continue light, and reports of 
sales of 50,000 bris flour to Australia. These 
advices, with buying orders from that quar- 
ter and the encouragement they gave to 
local bulls, fully counteracted the bearish 
influences and the loss was entirely recov- 
ered, May rallying from 76%c to 77%-%0, and 
closing there unchanged, while July gained 
%c. One piece of foreign news probably 
helped in the price recovery, English consols 
losing %d and giving rise to an indefinite fear 
that there might be a possibility of war over 
the Macedonian complications. 

Minneapolis reported a good milling de- 
man@ there, with No. 1 northern Tc over 
May, and No. 2 northern May price to Ke 
over. Miller there were said to be buying 
May wheat both in Minneapolis and here, be- 
cause they could not get enough wheat to 
grind to fill flour sales. 


Light Receipts Northwest. 


While Minneapolis and Duluth stocks in- 
creased 500,000 bu for six days, receipts 
there have dropped off sharply, to some ex- 
tent probably because of the storm. There 
were 166 cars at the two points, compared 
with 200 last year. There were but 390,000 
bu received at primary points, compared 
with 442,000 bu last year. A local mill sold 
10,000 sacks of flour to London, the first ex- 
port business direct from here in some time. 
Clearances were 338,000 bu. The Price Cur- 
rent said: ‘“‘ Wheat went under snow in 
good condition, some apprehension on sleet 
preceding the snow and from bare spots 


from drifts, but not to an important extent.” . 


The seaboard at the close put the export 
business at only 24,000 bu, and New York 
claimed foreigners were offering to resell 
two Manitoba cargoes of 100,000 bu, this 
supposed to be an indication of improving 
crop conditions abroad. Liverpool was off 
%d on the break here on pressure of Ar- 
gentine cargoes and on a bearish French gov- 
ernment crop report showing conditions in 
January about as good as last year. Paris 
was %@lc lower. | 

The commission selling was led by Lester- 
Kneeland and Geddes, and the pit trade, 
which was generally ‘bearish, helped ' sell 
the market off, but there was a good demand 
for northwest account and for local inter- 
ests, buying by Wrenn, McReynolds, Mil- 
mine-Bodman, Hulburd-Warren, Kidston, 
and Trego-Montgomery, while Linn and 
Barrett covered shorts on the break. The 
final rally was helped by general covering 
by early sellers. There was a sale of 25,000 
bu No. 1 northern at 24c under May. 


_ Corn Slowly Firming. 


The corn market was firm throughout the 
session, yielding about %c on the wheat 
weakness, but rallying quickly, May sell- 
ing up to 45%-%c and July to 44%c. Offer- 
ings were light except at the top figure, with 
the closing prices %c under the top and %-\c 
higher for the day. The movement contin- 
ues light, but receipts show some signs of 
picking up from the effects of the storm. 
There were 146 cars in with none contract 
and 195 estimated for today. Shipments ex- 
ceeded receipts by 90,000 bu. The country 
is selling little because cars cannot be se- 
cured and the east buying little for the same 
reason, but there was a moderate demand 
for prompt shipment at good prices. Pri- 
mary receipts were light, 363,000 bu to 251,- 
000 bu Tast year. Clearances were 267,000 
bu. Seaboard reported 168,000 bu sold for 
export. Liverpool futures were 4d lower. 
There was buying of May by Cudahy, some 
selling of July by Patten. Provision inter- 
ests generally bought May, and there were 
some further indication of Armour buying 
of July. The buying was led by McReynolds, 
Peavey, Sterling, Schwarz, Harris-Gates, 
Hately, and the Continental. Richardson, 
Barclay, and Brosseau were sellers. 

There was a slight dip in oats to 36%c for 
May, but a general demand there absorbed 
offerings and the close at 35%c was a gain 
of \%c for the day. There was heavy selling 
by Essex, Canby, and Sterling, which the 
pit crowd assumed was a continuation of 
the Patten liquidation, the buying generally 
of a scattered character. Receipts were 
light, 72 cars in, with 8 standard, and 65 
estimated for today. The cash market was 
firm on the light receipts, but no shipping 
demand in evidence. Clearances- were 
12,000 bu. 3 


Provisions Do Better. 


The market in provisions showed an excel- 
lent degree of both strength and activity, 
closing prices being 25c higher on pork, 5@744c 
up on lard, and 10@12c better on ribs. Late 
prices were the best of the session. Packers 
were believed to be buying lard and there 
was a good demand for ribs from both com- 
mission houses and pit traders. MHarris- 
Gates and Roloson were the leading buyers of 
ribs. Hog receipts were 30,000, with prices 5 
@10c lower. Estimated today, 26,000. West- 
ern packing points reported 67,800, as against 
86,300 a yearago. Packing to date is 2,000,000 
hogs under last year’s figures. Shipments of 
cured meats were 1,360,505 lbs, against 1,806,- 
000 lbs a year ago, and of lard 1,805,000 Ibs, 
compared with 1,192,200 lbs the previous year. 

Rye was decidedly inactive. For May 50%c 
was bid, with 50%c asked. A car of choice 
No. 3 on track sold at 49%c, and free on board 
48i%4c. Choice No. 4 free on board, 47c. Re- 
ceipts were 8 cars. 

Barley offerings were smaller and the mar- 
ket narrow. Receipts were 18 cars. Demand 
was tame.

‘Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

It was the gossip in the corn pit that the 
western railroads, in response to a general 
and energetic appeal by farmers, are going 
to make an effort to clean out the grain in 
country elevators and ship it to terminal 
markets so that the farmers will have an 
opportunity to sell some more grain and fill 
the country stations up again. It was 
claimed that the railroads had relieved the 
coal situation, and that the next relief would 
be given to the farmer and the country 
grain dealer. The news did not seem to have 


ently being skeptical of any great improve- 
ment in the car situation. An elevator line 
operating on several railroad lines in Illinois 
notified all its station agents recently to buy 
no more grain in the country until cars can 
be secured to make shipments. Their coun- 
try houses are filled and they have enough 
bought in the country already to fill them 
over again.

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RETAILERS UNITE. 


T0 SAVE PROFITS 


Butchers and Grocers Say So- 
Called Food Trusts Are 
Ruining the Business. 


SOUTH SIDE MEN MEET. 


Expect to Extend New Protective 
Association Throughout 
the City. 


The encroachments of the so-called food 
trust on the retail trade have forced the 
grocers and butchers of the city into revolt. 
Associations of the middlemen are to be 
formed in every section of the city to stop 
the inroads into their business and restore 
the retail trade to the paying basis it was on 
five years ago. 

The movement started yesterday, when re- 
tallers in Hyde Park and Woodlawn met at 
8900 Cottage Grove avenue and organized 
the first defensive and offensive asociation. 
Another is to be established on the north 
side within a few days, while on the west side 
an old association now exists whose codpera- 
tion will be asked. 

The retailers of the city assert that they 
are subject to rules and price standards im- 
posed by the “trusts” that are rapidly 

‘ghanging their profits to losses. 


Organization Declared Necessary. 
The situation is explained in the following 
circular sent out to the retailers of the south 


e: 

“We, the south s‘“e grocers and butchers, 
believe that the time has come when we must 
organize. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
commercial and industrial conditions have 
undergone a complete change within the 
_ Jast five years, rendering it necessary that 


every branch of trade, especially that branch | 


' known as the middlemen, organize to pro- 
tect themselves from the encroachments of 
organized capita! and other arbitrary organ- 
izations, the fact remains that the retail 
grocers and butchers of Chicago have no or- 
ganization.” 

The organization, it is hoped, will include 
the 7,000 retailers of the city. There will be 
a@ general executive board, with offiges in the 
downtown district, which will 
movement.

Tribulations of the Retailers. 


“ We now buy goods at a high wholesale 
price and must sell them at a still higher price 
which is set by the manufacturers or their 
agents,’ said a merchant. “ The downtown 
stores cut on these goods, but we cannot do 
so for fear that our orders will be refused 
by every wholesaler in the city. 

“ This action is slowly driving the trade to 
the big stores, especially where staple arti- 
cles are concerned. To make matters still 
worse, some of us are forced to meet the com- 
petition of retail stores controlled by the 
trusts and see them cut prices where we dare 
not.”’

* This whole thing is perpetrated by F. H. 
Cooper to annoy Mr. Siegel. The most pre- 
posterous allegations are made. That piece 
of property which Mr. Siegel bought in 
Now York, and which, Cooper says in his 
affidavit, he borrowed $250,000 of the com- 
panys money to pay for, is worth on a 6 
per cent basis $700,000, and Siegel borrowed 
the money from Cooper at 5 per cent.. They 
talk about Siegel being extravagant and 
being deeply indebted to the company, why, 
when Cooper got out last year, he owed 
the company, $256,000."’
